. water, aside from matter's pertaining to military and naval 
operations.

As the Herald has before pointed out, there is a tendency in 


this country to, overburden the schools"<by multiplying, the; 
duties laid upon both teachers and pupils. 
New sludk-s and 


exercises are being frequently introduced, witli the result that 
in attempting lo cover so much ground a great deal of the 
,work'lacks the thoroughness which is essential to a sound edu- 
cation. 


'To this paper it seems that Ihe sale of government bonds 


would1 better be left to the government and (lie hanks and 
other, business agencies of the'country. Possibly New York

in most of Ihe stales the public schools have all they can-prop- 
rrly attend lo, and in many cases more. To ask teachers and 
children to give their adention to the sale of governmenl bonds 
will be more or less distracting at--the best. The distraction 
may be pleasant for a. lime because of its novelty, but it will 
:nol forward (he regular work of the schools, which ought not 
Jo be neglected or slighted in behalf of any other cause, no 
mailer-how worthy..; Furthermore there are many parents 
who 'will'be made uncomfortable when told by Ihqir children 
that (he parents of-(he other pupils are buying bonds, and they 
i ealize (hat not to buy will be liable lo make them unpleasantly 
conspicuous!

It ought to be possible to float I lie bonds wilhoul resorting 


to such a method, and it is. There are agencies enough for 
'{he work without.conscripting the public schools, from whicb 
{he war atmosphere should be excluded so far as possible be- 
yond .the teaching of patriotism, which is always in order—in 
lime of peace as well as in time of war.
